Course Description: This undergraduate seminar will focus on the 
three stages of the Chinese revolution (Taiping, Nationalist and 
Communist); and on the revolutionary transformation of China 
after 1949. It will provide the advanced student with the 
opportunity for directed reading and writing, group discussion 
and individual research under the supervision of the instructor. 


Responsibilities of Students: 


1. Historiography -- Each student is expected to read one 
pre-assigned book or article per week; to prepare weekly a one 
page computer-printed precis of the material; and to submit a 
short historiographical essay (to which the precis will be 
appended) no later than Wednesday March 26, 1997. Late papers 
will be subject to an escalating grade penalty. 


2. Discussion -- Each student is expected to participate actively 
and constructively in weekly seminar discussions in accordance 
with the schedule provided. 


3. Research-- Each student is expected to prepare, working on a 
tutorial basis, an essay of approximately 20 computer-printed 
pages in length on a theme chosen in consultation with the 
instructor. Deadline for submission of final essays is February 
14, 1997. Late papers will be subject to an escalating grade 
penalty. 


Course Materials: The student is not expected to purchase text- 
books for this course, although students may wish to consult Hsu, 
The Rise of Modern China or Spence, The Search for Modern China 
for reference purposes. In general, course materials will be made 


available through the Vanier Library Reserve Desk. On the other 
hand, students are expected to bear the cost of photocopying 
their weekly precis for distribution to other seminar members. 


Grading: There are no formal examinations in this course. The 
final grade for each student will be based on the fulfillment of 
the "responsibilities" described above as follows:
